Harding to a conference at 
Marion, has given to the newspaper 
men an unusually interesting account 
of his talk with the president-elect.

condition of the state 
his principal 
theme. 
Michigan is a comparatively 
new 
state and has immense resources in 
addition to being one of the biggest 
industrial centers in America. The as­ 
sessed value of taxable property in the 
state ilf 1920 was approximately $4,- 
800,000,000. Yet Michigan, facing a 
proposed budget for next year of $32,- 
000,000, does not know* she is going to 
produce the money. 
Governor Groesbeck, laying before 
the 
legislators various suggestions 
which have been offered as to possi­ 
ble new* sources of revenue, con­ 
cludes as follows: “It may, however, 
not be impertinent for me to hazard 
the opinion that the burdens of taxa­ 
tion are becoming all too onerous. #It 
seems to be the practice constantly to 
increase them. 
The reasons for this 
aire not always confined to actual ne­ 
cessities or to an 
extension 
of the 
functions of government. A consider­ 
able portion is attributable to extrav­ 
agance and waste. Therefore, before 
it is ^determined that more taxes 
should be levied, we should make a 
studious effort to eliminate the last 
vestige of wastefulness in connection 
with administrative affairs.” 
That w’ould 
seem 
to be a pretty 
sound rule to follow*, not only in Mich­ 
igan but in Missouri and everywhere 
else.
